DESCRIPTION OF FACILITY AND OPERATIONS

The Taunton Sanitary Landfill (Facility) is located approximately an 84 acre parcel of property
owned by the City of Taunton and consists of ldhsifictions and cells, a residential recyclingtsoli
waste collection drop-off area, and ancillary atés. The Facility is operated for the dispodal o
municipal solid waste (MSW), non-municipal solidsteg and municipal sewage sludge, and grit
and screenings from the City of Taunton’s municipastewater treatment plant.

At the Taunton Sanitary Landfill a landfill gasHG) collection system is operating. The system is
comprised of vertical gas extraction wells andzmntal gas collectors with lateral piping,
connected to a main header system. Once colldbietd G is supplied as fuel to an electric
generating facility consisting of Reciprocatingeimal Combustion Engine (RICE) electrical
generating sets and/or an open utility flare latt@#jacent to the Taunton Sanitary Landfill.

During periods when the LFG gas is not used fartetegeneration, it is directed to the open flare
where the LFG is combusted. The RICE electricabgating sets and open flare constitute a
separate entity from the ownership and operatidghefaunton Sanitary Landfil. MM Taunton
Energy LLC owns and operates the RICE electricaégpging sets and open flare in accordance
with a March 11, 2011 Revised Conditional Appraval 4B05026 issued by MassDEP.

MassDEP has made a common control determinatidc@mcluded that there is no common
control between the Facility and MM Taunton Endrg. The Facility has no control over MM
Taunton Energy LLC’s operations or management aed dot share any common employees
and/or administrative functions. The Facility saparate permitting and liability responsibilities
and is not responsible for environmental liabifdy MM Taunton Energy LLC in enforcement. In
addition, the Facility does not depend on the etdist generated by MM Taunton Energy LLC to
power its operation. Therefore; the two entitiesta remain separate sources.

The Facility is subject to 40 CFR 60 Subpart WW&#ndards of Performance for Municipal Solid
Waste Landfill. The Facility was exempt from the Non Methaneadig Compound (NMOC)
emission rate calculation because the facility'sigie capacity was less than 2.5 million megagrams
and 2.5 million cubic meters. A vertical expansidithe landfill to a maximum fill elevation of

220 ft —msl (exclusive of final cover system), whiiegan construction on March 3, 2006 with the
approval of the cell liner supply and installatmontract, resulted in an increase in design capacit
As a result of this increase and in accordanc® t6HER 60 Subpart WWW, §60.752(a)(2), the
Facility is required to submit an annual emissigport and recalculate the NMOC emission rate
annually.
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The Facility is an area source of Hazardous Aifutahts (HAPs). In order to be exempt from 40
CFR 60 Subpart WWW collection and control systequirements, the Facility has to demonstrate
that its uncontrolled NMOC emissions is less th@mmegagrams per year. The Facility conducted
a Tier 2 sampling on June 9, 2016 and submittegpart dated June 30, 2016 to the Massachusetts
Department of Environmental Protection (MassDER) @8SEPA Region 1. The report presented
the results covering the five (5) year period ofdifrom 2016 to 2021. As such, the Facility is not
subject to 40 CFR 63 Subpart AAAA or 40 CFR 60 Sub/WW 60.752(b)(2)(ii) collection and
control requirements.

In addition, the Facility operates two emergenayegators. Emergency generator no. 1 (identified
herein as Emission Unit No. 2) was manufacturedDecember 16, 1998 and has applicable
requirements under 40 CFR 63 Subpart ZZK&tional Emission Standards for Hazardous Air
Pollutants for Sationary Reciprocating Internal Combustion Engines.
